2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a cloned cell 
derived from BTI-TN-5BI-4 having properties of increased production of baculovirus particles, increased expression of foreign 
proteins using particles' expression system. And further having increased resistance to cell culture stress. 



Claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
